Cahaba is today perhaps the most interesting 
historical relic in the state. The centennial of the 
establishment of the state government will be cel* 
ebrated at Cahaba, September 14, with appro­ 
priate exercises under the auspices of the Ala­ 
bama Centennial committee. I The details have 
been arranged by Mrs, Thomas M . Owen of the 
state department of archives and history. The ex­ 
ercises will include the unveiling of a monument 
by a descendent of Gov. William Wyatt Bibb, the 
governor who was at the head of the executive 
department when Cahaba became the state cap­ 
ital. 
Cahaba survived the removal of the capital to 
Tuscaloosa, and became one of the richest towns 
of its day its Alabama only to finally succumb in 
1866 before the flood waters of the Alabama am 
Cahaba rivers. It once had a population of 4,000 
and was one of the richest towns per capita in 
the state. Of its numerous brick stores and resi­ 
dences only one now survives the ravages of time, 
the handsome old Barker home.
